Marked for furloughs were three 
firemen, two special police, a san­ 
itary inspector in the Health De­ 
partment, an assistant parking me­ 
ter repairman, the city’s dog war­ 
den and ll adult school crossing 
guards. 
City employes, who have not had 
a general pay boost since 1953, 
were promised an increase of ap­ 
proximately IO per cent if the D i­ 
rndl salary levy won voters’ ap­ 
proval. 
One of the most essential jobs 
for the 1-mill levy was replace­ 
ment of police cruisers. The de­ 
partment’s radio cars have been 
classed as “wornout” and 
“be­ 
yond economical repair” since last 
fall, although they have been kept 
in service at least intermittent­ 
ly with repairs. Officers have used 
their private cars and a street de­ 
partment pickup truck to answer 
calls when cruisers were unavail­ 
able. 
In both campaigns, the levies 
had the endorsement of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce and the active 
support of its civic affairs com­ 
mittee. Councilmen also campaign­ 
ed for support for the levies, in­ 
cluding talks to service clubs by 
Robert W. Sample Jr. and George

Approval of the H-mill measure 
yesterday means that the pub­ 
lic now is paying 2V4 mills in taxes 
to support the incinerator depart­ 
ment and its garbage and trash 
collection program. .Most of the 
added income probably will go into 
purchase of new trucks, as the 
department’s rolling stock h a s 
been classed generally as worn­ 
out and beyond repair. The levy 


will be in effect two years, start­ 
ing in 1958. 
The 2 mills already on the books 
provide close to $80,000 a year 
for garbage and trash service. 
The garbage levy carried all 
four wards, scoring best in t h e 
Second, where it was given 1,246 
favorable votes and 703 in opposi­ 
tion. In the First Ward, 614 sup­ 
ported the levy and 504 voted 
against it. Third W a r d voters 
gave the garbage levy 626, with 
364 against. The Fourth Ward cast 
925 for the levy, 543 against.

It is typical of the happy-go-lucky school of 
public finance that budget-cutting in Washing­ 
ton has been talked about so far as a m atter 
of choice, like going on a picnic or staying 
at home. 
The mere fact a great many people think it 
should be done has not made it necessary, as 
far as the administration is concerned. On the 
contrary, the administration has been arguing 
that budget-cutting is not even desirable, be­ 
cause the budget should grow as fast as the 
country grows. 
There is one thing that might change this 
tune, 
provided the Keynesian philosophy of 
spending the country into everlasting prosperity 
has not gone too far. 
Rather, there are three closely related things 
that add up to one thing that might change 
the tune. 
Congress might gum up things by failing to 
enact increases in postal rates which would 
bring in upward of three quarters of a billion 
dollars. These have been figured into the in­ 
come side of the new budget. 
The 6 per cent increase in tax revenues that 
the budget-makers have counted on in their 
guesswork for the 12 months beginning next 
July I might fail to materialize. 
The Defense Department, which was supposed 
to run at a rate of 36 billion dollars this year 
and beyond 40 billion next year. 
If these three things happened together, the 
anticipated Treasury surplus of 1.7 billion dol­ 
lars this year and 18 billion next year—Eisen­ 
hower administration’s claim that it is operat­ 
ing well within the national means—would be 
wiped out in a jiffy. 
The United States would be back in the era 
of deficit financing. 
It never is a popular thing to say about the 
federal government, but no one would take it 
amiss if its budget-makers would allow for a 
few contingencies from time to time. Inflation 
might falter. Military spenders, ah cady riding 
high, wide and handsome, might step up the 
tempo. Politicians might take out some spite 
on the Post Office Department. 
The happy-go-lucky school of public finance 
might have to close for repairs

Attack And Defense 


A point of intense importance is raised in the 
AFL-CIO attempt to bring the Teamsters Union 
into line with ethical standards. It might be­ 
come the key to labor union history in the 
second half of the 20th century. 
The point is one of procedure in policing 
the internal affairs of unions. 
Unless the AFL-CIO can develop a workable 
procedure for enforcement, it is wasting its 
time with ethical standards. It is as helpless 
as the United Nations adopting resolutions of 
criticism against countries it cannot discipline. 
The Teamsters Union cannot be said to pos­ 
sess a collective conscience in the issue of 
their president’s stewardship. As an organiza­ 
tion it is composed largely of officials who owe 
their positions to President Dave Beck and his 
administration.

THAT’S WHAT HAPPENED with 
the big “carryover" in the present 
fiscal year ending June 30 next. 
So, in a complex situation of 
this kind, it is important for the 
public to get all the facts before 
swallowing either the line that the 
budget can be cut by a certain 
number of billions or that tax re­ 
duction can be achieved next Janu­ 
ary. as some of the politicians 
are already saying because they 
know it pleases the voters. 
The first and most important 
point to be settled is whether tax 
reduction should come in times of 
prosperity. 
Most economists think it should 
not. They believe that the present 
—when there is a boom in con­ 
sumer spending and prices are 
high—is not time to add fuel to 
the inflationary flames. 
The Democrats have always held 
to that philosophy, so it is a little 
surprising to see so m any.of their 
leaders in Congress promising a 
tax reduction for 1958 irrespective 
of what the situation may be on 
the inflationary front next Janu­ 
ary. 
The next point to establish is 
whether conditions are or are not 
prosperous today and whether any 
stimulus is needed. 
All the evidence points to the 
fact that business over-all is run­ 
ning at high levels and that de­ 
clines in auto purchases, for in­ 
stance. are being offset by rises 
in other fields. 


THE MAY ISSUE of The First 
National City Bank Letter says that 
“with employment and consumer 
incomes at new high levels, depart­ 
ment store sales set a record for 
the Easter season.” 
Also, the same authority says:

ing plans for 1957 and the years 
beyond—both reflects and contri­ 
butes to a confident view."

With population growing and ci­ 
vilian demands increasing and with 
the constant need for replacing 
worn-out plant and modernizing 
factory equipment, 
the 
national 
economy has a certain momentum 
today but, if Suddenly arrested by 
meat-a x e methods, “recession” 
and even a “depression” can be 
precipitated. 


THE F E D E R A L RESERVE 
Board is keeping its restraint on 
lending but even this has not yet 
produced a decrease in the supply 
trend toward lower interest rates. 
On the contrary, the federal gov­ 
ernment itself is still seeking lend­ 
ers and is finding it necessary to 
pay higher interest rates than ever 
before for short-term borrowings. 
Hence it is obvious that the de­ 
mand for funds is still greater than 
the supply. 
» 
It is unlikely that actual govern­ 
ment spending will decline so as 
to cause the flow of many billions 
of dollars of income to the public 
to stop If. nevertheless, taxes are 
reduced, the new income to in­ 
dividuals and to business will be 
used to bid up prices for goods 
wanted and will add to the total 
spending. 
Tax reduction is a proper stim­ 
ulus in hard times. It becomes a 
stimulus to inflation and rising 
prices in boom times. 
When will the boom times stop 
and hard times begin? Who wants 
to start a chain reaction toward a 
“recession”? Which party in Con­ 
gress will take responsibility for 
it? 
These are the vexing questions 
on which the people need to be in­ 
formed before they can line up 
for budget reduction irrespective of 
what is cut or tax reduction ir­ 
respective of when it is to be made 
effective.

In a recent issue, it described a 
stunt staged by an outfit called 
American Management Association 
to teach fledgling executives to 
make decisions. The idea of the 
stunt was to give junior types 
who never decide anything impor­ 
tant a chance to go through the 
motions of being king makers. 
The problem, in other words, is 
how to find men who can make 
decisions; that is what executives 
do. They execute. 
Plainly, now is the time to come 
forth with the Handy-Dandy Deci­ 
sion Maker, a 
contraption 
that 
has been kept under cover until 
civilization was ready to receive, j 
The Handy-Dandy has a range 
of three decisions — Yes. No and 
Let’s Kick This Around a Little 
Longer. There will be a de luxe 
model later that will add a modi­ 
fied Yes, a modified No, and Let’s 
Send This Back Where It Came 
From. 
The trick in operating the Handy- 
Dandy. of course, is the same as 
the trick in operating one of those 
room-size electric brains, although 
Handy-Dandy fits the hand and 
can be operated from 
a coat 
pocket. Everything d e p e n d s on 
setting up the question. 
To get the right decision you 
must eliminate the possibility of 
a wrong decision; 
that 
is the 


secret. 
“Shall we increase the 
price of the product, or go broke?"

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Ceramic Society Honors 
Designer Of Plug For Plane 


Frank H. Riddle, who developed 
the first practical spark plug for 
airplane motors, today received 
the highest honor of the American 
Ceramic Society, the title of '‘Hon­ 
orary Member,” at its convention 
in Dallas, Tex. 
Riddle received the award at 
the 59th annual meeting which 
opened Sunday. It was presented 
in recognition of his productive 
research and development work 
spanning a period of more than 
50 years. Before his retirement 
in 1955, he was vice president and 
director of Champion Spark Plug 
Co. at Detroit. 
During his brilliant career. Rid­ 
dle was an associate of this coun­ 
try’s most eminent ceramic pio­ 
neers—including Albert V. Blein- 
inger, Edward Orton Jr., and Ross 
C. Purdy. 
A prolific researcher- 
writer, he is the author of more 
than 30 technical papers on ceram­ 
ics, and 32 U. S. and foreign pat­ 
ents. 
Born in Colorado Springs, Colo., 
he received his formal education 
in ceramic engineering, from 1904- 
07, at Ohio State University. 
The Riddle-developed spark plug 
was of invaluable use in Ameri­ 
can airplanes during the final 
stages of World War I. 
This work, as well as research 
on brick, glass, and chinaware, 
was accomplished from 1916-1919 
at the National Bureau of Stand­ 
ards. In 1919, ’he was appointed 
director of research at Jeffrey- 
Dewitt Co., later renamed the 
Ceramic 
Division 
of 
Champion 
Spark Plug Co. 
He became fac­ 
tory manager of the Ceramic Di­ 
vision in 1943 and vice president 
of the company in 1945, a position 
be held until his retirement. 
In recognition of his achieve­ 
ments, he has been awarded the 
Ohio State University’s Benjamin 


G. Lamme Award <1954» and the 
American Ceramic Society’s Blein- 
inger Memorial Award <19551. 
His long, active affiliation with 
the American Ceramic Society be­ 
gan in 
1906, while he pursued 
ceramic 
engineering 
studies 
at 
Ohio State 
He was a society 
trustee from 1920-23, society presi­ 
dent from 1922-23, and chairman 
of the White W’ares Division in 
1925. He was elected a Society 
Fellow in 1930 and an emeritus 
member in 1950. 
Mr. and Mrs. Riddle reside in 
Colorado Springs. The convention 
closes Thursday.

Such dam­ 
age can be prevented by keeping 
the plants covered by

cides. A good general * purpose 
insecticide and fungicide consists 
of Methoxychlor, Malathion a n d 
Captan. 
Bagworms attack most t r e e s 
and shrubs but are especially de­ 
structive to ornamental e v e r ­ 
greens. Spindle • shaped bags — 
filled with eggs — can be seen 
throughout the state, hanging on 
trees 
and * shrubs. 
A 
thorough 
spraying with lead arsenate — 3 
table-spoons per gallon of water­ 
er Malathion — 2 to 3 teaspoons 
per gallon — in late June, after 
the eggs have hatched, is also ef­ 
fective. 
Cutworms vary greatly in num­ 
bers from year to year but may 
be expected to be troublesome in 
crops following sod. 
There are 
many kinds which may damage 
plants in a number of ways. Cut­ 
worms commonly cut off plants 
either above or below the surface, 
depending on the kind, soil tem­ 
perature and moisture. 
Growing 
points of young corn plants are 
so low that they often outgrow cut­ 
worm damage if the worms are 
controlled early. Spraying or dust­ 
ing at once with Toxaphene — 2 
pounds per acre, Heptachlor, three 
quarter pounds per acre or Dield­ 
rin,

The control of these 
tiny black beetles will thus result 
in the control of this disease 
Spray early varieties of s w e e t 
corn as soon as they emerge, us­ 
ing DDT — 14 pounds per acre 
Repeat in three or four days if 
beetles continue to migrate 
in. 
Early 
applications

impor­ 
tant if the disease is to be pre­ 
vented 
Hornflies can be controlled eco­ 
nomically on beef cattle by using 
a back rubbing device. A back- 
rubber consists of three strands of 
barbed wire, chain, or cable wrap­ 
ped with burlap and hung between 
two posts. The sacks are 
then 
treated with 5 per cent Methoky- 
clor, or DDT in oil solution. Cattle 
will

“ scratcher” to brush off flies. 
Seed treatment with an insecti­ 
cide is cheap insurance 
against 
seed maggots. Lindane. Dieldrin 
or Heptachlor can be used as a 
powder and applied to the seed 
before planting. This treatment 
will help control wireworms but 
it is not satisfactory under severe 
infestations. 
Powders confining 25 to 
50 
per cent active ingredients a r e 
available for this use. One ounce 
of active ingredient is usually ap­ 
plied per bushel of seed. 
Spittlebug nymphs are often a 
problem in strawberries as well 
as legumes. Snrav with one pint 
of 20 per cent Lindane, or two 
quarts of 25 per cent Methoxychlor 
is preferred if berries are set. 
This spray will also help control 
olant bugs which are responsible 
for “button berries.” 
Weevils

destroying 
stored wheat. This grain should 
be inspected to see that it is clean 
and cool. If the presence of weev­ 
ils indicates the need for fumigat­ 
ing. a day when the air is quiet 
and the temperature is above 70 
fumigate.

tamination may reduce the grade 
and thereby the value of the grain.

Christmas trees in the area may 
be defoliated by striped, hairless, 
olive-green caterpillars with dis­ 
tinct black heads.

The story of the Beaver Local 
School District, one of the largest 
> rural districts in Ohio, was told 
to the Rotary Club by George Van- 
Horne, executive director, at Tues­ 
day luncheon meeting in the Trav- 
'elers Hotel. 
About 15 students in the College 
of Public Health at the University 
of Pittsburgh, guests of Robert 
E. Boyce, Harker Pottery Co. pres­ 
ident, attended the meeting with 
70 members of the club and oth-! 
ers. 
VanHorne said the Beaver Lo­ 
cal School District was organized 
in 1935 by a merger of the school 
districts in portions of St. Clair, 
Elkrun and Madison Townships. It 
covers approximately 30 square 
miles. 
Citing its growth, VanHorne said 
enrollment increased from about 
1.200 in 1951 to more than 2,000 
this year. About 1,700 are trans­ 
ported in a fleet of 28 buses, which 
travel more than 1,000 miles ev­ 
ery school day. 
VanHorne explained that th e 


Beaver district is a part of the 
Columbiana County school system 
supervised by the County Board 
of Educe lion. The district main­ 
tains six elementary schools at 
present, compared to 29 rn opera­ 
tion in 1939. 
It opened its first high school 
on Route 7, near Williamsport, 
last year. Ground has been broken 
for a 21-room elementary building 
to be erected near the high school. 
He praised the co-operation East 
Liverpool school authorities ex­ 
tended the Beaver district in re­ 
cent years.
